The statement of facts provided by Applicant is in no way concise nor a summary of the claimed 
subject matter, referring to the specification by page and line number and to the drawings by reference character, and 
so forth as reguired (see item 4(a) above). It is also noted that the patent number given for the Morrison patent is 
incorrect. Applicant is directed to MPEP 1205. which sets forth the proper content and order of an Appeal Brief 
Appropriate correction is reguired.
